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Claims 21-25, 29 and 31 are directed to methods of treating colon cancer or 
pancreatic cancer comprising administering to a patient in need of treatment for (a) 
colon cancer a substance that modulates the kinase activity or expression of full-length 
human AUR1-2 polypeptides or (b) pancreatic cancer a substance that modulates the 
kinase activity or expression of a full-length human AUR-1 polypeptide, optionally using 
kinase inhibitors or antisense oligonucleotides. 

Claimed full-length human AUR1-2 polypeptides are free of prior art. Further, the 
prior art does not teach or suggest such specifically claimed polypeptides. Hence said 
polypeptides are also non-obvious. Since said polypeptides are both novel and non- 
obvious, their methods of use, as specifically claimed, are a also novel and non- 
obvious. 

Claims 21-25, 29 and 31 are allowed.
